While his style is not rem- 
iniscent of Kirby, it does put mein mind of 
the King. Comparing anyone to the King 
is the highest compliment | can think of, 
and Mr. Ryan has earnedit. | hope he stays 
with this title for a long time to come. 

As | said above, Stan hasn't lost his 
touch. The addition of the “New Atlan- 
teans” is intriguing. | take it Namor isn't 
around? Laying the groundwork for the 
Atlantis of the next century should be in- 
teresting. The ending for the issue re- 
minded me strongly of the early FANTAS- 
TIC FOUR stories. Stan makes good use 
of this type of ending, and | can't wait for 
next issue, to see what Ravage does.
